WHITE Paper on India, issued 
A in London yesterday by the 
Government of India, declares: 
‘Only one answer can be given to 
the question as to who must bear 
the responsibility for the mass up- 
rising and individual crimes which 
have disgraced, and are still dis- 
gracing, the fair name of India. 
That answer is—the Indian National 
Congress, under the leadership of 
Mr. Gandhi, i 
‘“Two basic motives emerge as the 
foundations, of Mr. Gandhi’s. pro- 
osals—the first is a desire 'to~ free 
india finally from British dominion ; 
the second is a desire to avoid, ‘at 
ail costs, India’s becoming a theatre 
of active warfare, a battlefield 
between Britain and ‘Japan. Can 
it be denied that these men—+.c., 


Congress—saw their opportunity in | 


Britain’s danger, and believed that 
the psychological moment for “the 
enforcement of their _ political 
demands must be seized while the 
fate of the United Nations hung in 
the balance, and before the tide of 
war turned—if it was ever going to 
turn—in their favour. 


FIGHT TO FINISH 

“The general character of the 
movement contemplated by Mr. 
Gandhi emerges clearly. It was to 
be a struggle, a fight to the finish, 
in which foreign domination must be 
ended, cost what it may. It was to 
be an unarmed revolt, short and 
swift, sure to plunge the country 
into a conflagration. . .. Former 
Congress methods were to be 
eschewed as too soft for the present 
occasion. Finally, every man and 
woman was to consider himself free 
and act for himself. Any body of

its followers can hardly disclaim 
responsibility for anything that 
follows.’ 

Speaking of the outbreaks ethe 
report says that the damage was so 
extensive as to make it incredible 
that it could have been perpetrated 
on the spur of the moment without 
special implements and previous 
preparation. In many instances the 
manner in which ‘it: was done showed 
a good deal of technical knowledge. 
‘The Congress creed of “non- 
violence,” it adds, ‘‘ was ignored, 
and mobs. were incited recklessly. 
Government forces had to open: fire, 
but in many cases in sheer self- 
defence. The whole picture was 
much more one of calculated venom 
directed against selected objectives 
than of indignantepeople hitting out 
indiscriminately at the nearest object 
in blind resentment at the arrest of 
their leaders.’’

Factory. To: 
‘Close Down 


THE plant operated at Cooley, 
i Dundalk, by Irish Alcohol’ 
Factories, Ltd., is to close 
down early in April. Along with 
three other factories—all of which have 
now closed down—at Carndonagh, 
Co. Donegal; Labbadish, Manor- 
cunningham; and Carrickmacross, 
the. Cooley works helped to produce 
a total of a half-million me he of 
industrial alcohol during the season 
1941-1942, or about a miion gallons 
a year below pre-war level. 
Winter ‘and early spring, the 
period when mdnufacturing is under- 
taken, is now almost over, and a 
bad potato season has meant negli- 
Ea production this year, the Dun- 
alk factory being the only one to 
operate. The prospect of obtainin 
otatoes for the Carndonagh ‘at 
abbadish factories is being investi- 
gated, but otherwise all four 
factories will remain closed until 
next December. Figures show that 
each factory, when: working, uses 
275 tons of potatoes a week, 
The industry operates entirely on 
tatoes, 1940 seeing the last of the 
rish molasses, which is now being 
diverted’ to the manufacture of 
methylated spirits, yeast, and cattle- 
cake, An admixture of alcohol is 
made to petrol in certain districts 
and at certain times of: the year. 
The amount of petrol now being 
'“needled ” with industrial alcohol is 
12 million gallons annually,

FIGHT FOR GAP 
General Montgomery’s: desert 
veterans are joined in a violent and 
confused battle with picked troops of 
the Afrika Korps in the Mareth 
area, where the Eighth Army on 
Monday drove a wedge in on a 
three-mile front, said Reuter's 
Special Correspondent in last night’s 
message from Allied Headquarters, 
North. Africa. For more than 24 
hours Marshal Rommel hurled tanks 
and infantry in fierce -<counter- 
attacks, but up to late on Tuesday 
the Eighth Army had thrown them 
all back. At that time, neither side 
appeared to have gained any ground 
in the fierce, unceasing struggle. 

There lias been no official news of 
the battle since that given in General 
Eisenhower’s communiqué, which 
reported that Marshal Rommel’s 
counter-attacks yesterdd¥ had been 
“‘ successfully repulsed,’’ that losses 
in men and equipment had been, in- 
flicted on the Axis, and that the 
prisoners now. numbered 2,000. 

As the tempo of the fighting rises,

Dublin Castle from the British 
Goverument to the Irish Govein-

From that date the office will be 
controlled and directed by the 
National Library, but the office. will 
continue to exist as a distinct 
institution. It will continue to carry 
on what has been in recent years 
its chief business — namely, the 
answering of inquiries about family 
we and genealogy. But the 
officials answering these questions 
will now have the valuable 1esources 
of the National Library at their 
disposal. These include the Library’s 
unique collection of Irish news- 
papers and its collection of. the 
papers of important Irish. famities, 
of which a great many have come 
into its possession since the Irish 
Manuscripts. Commission began its 
work fourteen years ago. 


HELP FOR INQUIRERS 


The Library, with its equipment 
for photostatic reproduction of 
documents, will be able to send 
inquirers copies of «documents, or 
portions of documents, relating to 
their family history. On the other 
hand, the Library now will have the 
advantage of. access to the numerous 
original documents in the King of 
Arms office and of the _ latter’s 
unique collection of family histories, 
many of which were published 
privately. : 

Some consideration was given to 
the possibility of transferring some 
of the contents of the heraldic 
museum in the Ulster Office to the 
National Museum, but it was thought 
that, as the collection was so small 
and so specialised, it would be better 
to leave it under the same control 
asthe rest of the office. The museum 
contains such interesting exhibits as 
a grant of arms in very unorthodox 
form, dictated to the officials of the 
time by Cromwell, and also an 
engraving of the coat of arms of the 
Northern Ireland Government which 
was designed in the office.

Raid Deaths in

BRITISH PRESSURE 

An American broadcast from 
Algiers last night indicated that the 
Eighth Army is holding firm against 
the German  counter-attacks. It 
stated :—‘' Rommel is trying to free 
himself from the grip of the Allied 
forces—he is not afraid of throwing 
troops and motorised units in force 
into the battle to escape encirclement, 
But, we learn that the British troops 
are keeping up their pressure and 
have consolidated their efforts. 
Fighting is fierce along the Mareth 
Line, and, on the left flank, where 
the Eighth Army. is pursuing its 
encircling movements beyond the 
Matmata Mountains, in the region 
of Qued el Souima.’’—(Reuter.) 


ALLIED COMMUNIQUE 


Yesterday’s communiqué from 
Allied Headquarters, North Africa, 
stated :— 

‘* Fierce fighting continued 
throughout yesterday in the Mareth 
area, where the Eighth Army 
successfully repulsed enemy counter- 
attacks, inflicting losses in men and 
equipment. Prisoners now number 
over, 2,000. 

“In the Gafsa sector, east of El 
Guettar, an enemy armoured division 
‘launched. several attacks from. the 


American “troops, who held their 
positions firmly. A number of enemy 
tanks were destroyed and over 200 
German prisoners were captured. 

“ A hittle further north, near 
Maknassi, our forces made slight 
advances, although strongly opposed, 
and captured a number of prisoners. 

“In Northern Tunisia our patrols 
were active, There was enemy shelling 
in the Medjez el Bab area.” 


* TRONED OUT,” SAYS 
BERLIN 


“The main German and Italian 
fighting lines are to-day exactly as 
they were at the opening of the 
offensive,” the Berlin radio an- 
nouncer said last night. “The 
British Eighth Army temporarily 
succeeded in penetrating into the 
line at one place, but this point of 
penetration has been ‘ironed out.” 
The impression prevails in Berlin 
that the British, after discovering 
how strong the Axis positions were, 
are taking time to re-group thein- 
selves, with a view to a _ possibie 
fresh attack. The overture of the 
great British offensive is now behind 
us. Further severe fighting, never- 
theless, continued on Tuesday, both 
in South and Céntral Tunisia 
Several enemy attempts to break 
through collapsed, thanks to the 
resistance of German and _ Italian 
divisions. The counter-attack by 
Axis troops was successful, Torty- 
four British tanks were destroyed, 
and prisoners and booty were 
captured.”’

GERMAN REPORTS 


German Radio announced last 
night that south of Toropetz, 130 
miles due north of Smolensk, strong 
Russian infantry and tank forces 
have been attempting to break 
through the German lines since early 
on Saturday morning. This sector, 
the Radio added, was held by a 
division of the Luftwaffe ‘‘ which 
has been used in ground fighting 
for many months.”

Dail Motion 
on Family 
Allowances 


HE abolition of the income-tax 
L allowance in respect of children 

and the granting of an equal 
family allowance in respect of each 
child to every parent, was advocated 
by Mr. J. M. DILLON (Ind., 
Monaghan) in the Dail last night, 
when supporting’ a motion approving 
of the system of family allowances. 
Every citizen, he’ suggested, wonld 
be entitled then to receive the allow- 
ance without any stigma of charity 
or paupcrism. 

Mr. DILLON said that he 
reckoned that there were appro:i- 
mately 855,320 dependent children at 
the last census. A family allowance 
for each of them would cost 
£11,119,160 a year at 5s. a week. 
Fixing the rate of annual contribu- 
tion at ós. per child, the figure would 
be £6,671,000. If they were t& deal 
with each-child after the first, they 
would have 575,000 children costing 
74 million at 5s. a week, or 4% 
million on the 3s. annual contribu- 
tion. Savings to the Exchequer in 
allowing for every ‘child, in home 
assistance, income tax allowances, 
etc., would be only two millions, so 
the net cost would be nine millions. 
The bulk of these allowances would 
go on food, a very large proportion 
of which would he home produced, 
and an immense additional market 
for agricultural produce would be 
se, up. The investment of this 
annual sum would benefit the com- 
munity health with an _ ultimate 
saving in the cost of health services, 


THE FAMILY MAN 


There was no reason why a hard- 
working. conscientious man should 
not share in the national income. so 
as to allow him to provide for his 
family. The post-war slump had been 
caused by the shrinkage of incomes 
and spending in smal] homes. The 
maintenance of stable national pur- 
chasing power hy family allowances 
was an economic asset worth bear- 
ing in mind. In any post-war cur- 
rency revaluation fixed assets would 
enable them to look at things with 
equanimity. It was their duty to de- 
termine whether the risks should be 
taken to save those who had not 
enough on. which to live now, for 
the sake of the next generation. 

He advocated the borrowing of 
money to purchase a healthy gene- 
ration in the years to come—to pur- 
chase now the certainty that no 
child would he born nor reared in 
this community to become, or to 
linger on, a cripple. : There were 
thousands of children now who were 
going to die He wonld like to see 
these plans carried out as the unani- 
mous decision of the House. He 
asked any deputy who voted against 
the plan. if the Government. did not 
accept it, to speak beforehand and 
give his reasons for so voting. They 
(he and Deputy Byrne) had the 
answers to these reasons. 

Progress was reported, and the 
House adjourned until this after- 
noon.

NEW FIRES BILL 

A Bill which makes the law in 
this country relating .to damage 
arising from accidental fires what } 
it always was thought to be, had 
its second reading without dis- 
cussion. 

It is the Accidental Fires Bill, 
1943, which restricts the taking of 
legal proceedings for damage caused 
by accidental fre to adjacent pro. 
perty. Up to recently it had been 
assumed that the law here was 
similar to that in En ReaD giving 
protection to owners of all property 
against indeterminate ‘liability for 
loss due to spreading fires. It was 
found, however, that the protection 
was not afforded there beyond 
dwellinghouses, and it now is being 
extended to include all premises.

AMENDING BILL 

Legislation shortly will be intro- 
duced amending the Unemployment 
Insurance Acts, in order. to secure 
that any unemployment benefit rights 
acquired prior to their departure by 
persons who, during the continuance 
of the emergency, leave the country 
for employment elsewhere, will not 
be impaired by reason only of the 
lapse of insurance years in which, 
no contributions 
are paid. 

No alteration will be made in the 
provisions under which the maximum 
number of days for which unemploy- 
ment benefit can be paid in the 
period of twelve months from the 
date of claim is 156. 

When a question was raised yester- 
day regarding the position of men 
with two or three years’ stamps, 
who had left the country for emplo 
ment in England, the MINISTER 
FOR INDUSTRY AND COMMERCE 
said that there were no arrange- 
ments whatever whereby vcontribu- 
tions in Great Britain could bo 
credited here. 


BILLS ADVANCED 

The Local Government (Remission 
of Rates) Bill, 1943, was passed 
through all its ‘stages. The Fergus 
Drainage Bill (1942) was introduced 
and the second stage fixed for Wed- 
nesday week. 

The Committee stage of the Land- 
lord and Tenant Bill was taken, and 
Mr. J. Hughes (F.G.) moved an 
amendment to cover cases where a 
person acquired a property under an 
indemnified lease and built on part 
of it while the landlord refused a 
reve;sionary lease in respect of other 
parts of the land. 

The Minister said that an amend- 
ment of his own would cover the 
matter. The lease would be divided 
“built on” and ‘‘ vacant’”’ 
leases, and the landlord and tenant 
could make what arrangements they 
wished - about’ the Jatter. The 
Minister’s amendment was passed, 
and the bill was finally passed by 
agreement. 


Home Help Grant 
Protest 


The Commissioners of the Dublin 
Board of Assistance have decided to 
make strong representations to the 
Minister for Local Government and 
Public Health following a circular 
from the Department, read at yester- 
day's meeting of the Boatd, which 
stated that State grants to local 
authorities towards the cost of 
special food allowances to recipients 
of home assistance would be discon- 
tinued. 

The circular states that the grants 
will be discontinued “ in view of the 
increase in the rates of unemploy- 
ment assistance in rural areas and 
the impraved economic position.”’ 

The Commissioners will press for a 
continuance of the grants—at least 
in the Dublin public assistance dis- 
trict—pointing out that none of the 
advantages referred to in the circular 
are obtainable in the Dublin district.

Defendants’ Stories in 
£2,085 Paper Case 


The State ended its case in the Dublin 
Circuit Criminal Court yesterday against 
Stephen McGuinness (27), Sackville 
avenue, Ballybough, and Isadore Yod- 
aiken (57), proprietor of the Dolphin 
Glazed Paper Company, West Essex 
street, Dublin, who are charged with 
conspiracy and the receiving of paper 
bags and paper stolen from Messrs. 
Bailey, Son and Gibson, paper bag manu 
facturers, Dublin, between May, 1941, 
and July, 1942. 

Detective Sergeant J. Hughes said 
that he found ten packets, each of 1,000 
paper bags, in the Dolphin Glazed Paper 
Company's premises, and took possession 
of them. He told Mr. Yodaiken that he 
believed the bags had been stolen, and 
Mr. Yodaiken made a statement, in 
which he said that he had bought bags 
from a man named Fagan, whom he be- 
lieved to be an agent of Messrs. Bailey. 
Son and Gibson. 

Charles Grant said that he collected 

is Poul in his van from Messrs, Bailey's for 

He got extra bags in May, 
1941. “from Stephen Johnston at Bailey, 
Son and Gibson’s. and gave - - Johnston 
half their value. He got extra lots from 
that time until July, 1942. His firm 
knew nothing of this. There had been 
no need to tell McGuinness that the 
goods were st@en as McGuinness knew it. 

Stophen Johnston said that Grant had 
given him about £100 in all. Each time 
he got money from Grant he gave some 
to Hayes, another employé of Mesars. 
Bailey’s. He believed that the £2,085 
named in the case was well in excess of 
the amount he had given out. 

McGuinness, in evidence. said that the 
goods had been supplied to him by 
Grant’s firm. He did not let it be known 
that Grant was behind the supplies to 
Yodaiken on account of the rules of the 
Paper Merchants’ Association, He took 
the name of Fagan because he knew that 
the real Fagan, who used to sell paper, 
had gone to England. Yodaiken had 
already written to Fagan about supplies. 
He did not know that Grant got his 
supplies from Bailey’s. Grant allowed him 
10 per cent. commission.. He asked 
Yodaiken not to say where he got the 

because of the Association’s rules. 


Isidore Yodaiken said, in cvidence, that. 


when McGuinness first offered him some 
of Bailey, Son, and Gibson’s goods he 
gave a small order. He got Bailey, Son, 
and Gibson’s goods through other sources 
as well. He had had one transaction with 
another man named Fagan. All trans- 
actions with McGuinness were carried out 
openly, and tho goods were kept in his 
store, where they could easily be seen. 
He had no suspicion that the aeons he 
got from McGuinness had not been 
ucquired honestly. 

The hearing was adjourned ontil this 
morning.

Whan i it’s was FA Ac a few 
days ago that the British Eighth | 

rmy* hed opened an offensive 

ainst the Mareth Line in 
Tunisia the: Germans.,.were, the 
first fo @eclare that General 
Montgomery was about to mount 
a major attack in North ‘Africa. 
Evidently they were wrong; 
for, ‘after certain preliminary 
skirmishes, which. were in the 
nature of reconnaissances, the 
British called a halt; and the 
week-end was comparatively quict. ' 
Then, on Tuesday, British head- 
quarters announced that. General 
Montgomery had driven a wedge 
into the German and Italian 
lines, and had established a. 
bridgehead on a front of approxt- 

mately three miles. Simultaneously 
the American forces thrusting 
towards the east were reported to 
have reached a point only thirty 
| miles from the sea. In these 
| circumstances, the British and 
American people seemed to have 
grounds for the belief, or, at any 
rate, the hope, that an early 
decision would be reached in 
Tunisia. Marshal Rommel and 
General von Arnim appeared to 
be caught between the closing jaws 
of an Anglo-American pincers; 
and the question was whether the 
Axis commanders would stand and 
give battle, or would attempt 
to retreat towards the north 
in an effort to escape the 
Anglo-American encircling move- 
ment. The answer was given 
yesterday, when Mr. Winston 
Churchill announced in the 
British House of Commons 
that the Germans had regained 
the greater part of the bridge- 
head which General Montgomery 
had established on the previous 
day in the region of the Mareth 
Line. The Axis’s main line of 
defence in that region, Mr. 
Churchill added, had been largely 
restored, and much “very heavy 
fighting ” lay ahead. The British 
Prime Minister may have faults, 
but lack of frankness is not one 
of them. From the beginning of 
his term of office he never has 
hesitated to tell the people the 
blunt truth, and this element of 
candour has been one of the 
secrets of his popular success. “I 
do not wish,” he said yesterday, 
“that any hopes of an easy 
decision should be encouraged.”’ 
He realises fully the difficulties 
of the task that faces not only 
General Montgomery at the 
Mareth Line, but also General 
Eisenhower’s American troops in 
Tunisia. 

He does not ‘make the mistake 
of under-rating the military 
qualities of Marshal Rommel 
and General von Arnim; but 
he informed. the House of 
Commons that he had “' good 
confidence in the final result.*’ 
Manifestly, the Axis High Com- 
mand has decided to make a stand 
on the Mareth Line. During the 
last three or four days the 
Germans and _ Italians have 
suffered fairly heavy losses. The 
British and Americans claim some 
thousands of prisoners; and there 
can be no doubt at all that the 
Allies have a substantial 
, | Superiority not only in man-power, 
but also in materials of war. On 
the other hand, the Germans and 
Italians have the advantage of 
interior lines. For them Tunisia 
is virtually a home front, 
although the continuous bombing 
of their supply ports and of the 
Tunisian railways must be causing 
some embarrassment to their 
General Staff. While they can 
obtain reinforcements in a few 
hours across the Sicilian nerrows 
under cover of darkness, it must 
be remembered that the British 
and Americans are some two 
thousand miles from their nearest 
source of supplies. If one takes 
the long view, time would seem 
to be on the side of the Allies; 
but the Axis leaders are thinking 
at the moment in terms of the 
spring offensive on the continent 
of Europe, and every hour that 
they can gain in North Africa is 
of value to them. For that reason, 
presumably, Marshal Rommel and 
General von Arnim are prepared 
to offer desperate resistance to the 
Anglo-American offensive. The 
Mareth Line is exceedingly for- 
midable, having been constructed 
originally by the French, and rein- 
forced by the Germans and 
Italians; and Mr. Churchill was: 
wise to warn the British public 
against undue optimism. The 
final expulsion of the Axis forces 
from North Africa is likely to be 

a long and tédious business. The 
Germans and. Italians realise that 
their withdrawal from Tunisia 
would give the British and 
American navies virtual control. 
of the Mediterranean from Ceuta 
to the Suez Canal, whereas as 
matters stand at present their pos- 
session of the ports of Tunis and 
Bizerta enables them to counter-

They have raked up the Anglo- 
Irish Treaty of 1921 as an argu- 
ment against Fine Gael; they 
have traced the history of the 
Labour Party for fifteen years— 
forgetting that the Labour Party 
had at least as much right 
to change its mind as Fianna 
Fail had, and exercised tho 
right even les often—and 
by these backward hankerings 
they have done their best to 
draw a screen over the practical 
issues of 1943. We congratulate 
the two Opposition parties on 
their omission to recall those 
early days in which Messrs. de 
Valera, Lemass, and others 
declared their undying contempt 
for an oath-bound Oireachtas— 
but took the oath of allegiance. 
Is it too much to expect that, 
even if the party truce has been 
broken, a truce will be imposed 
upon obsolete issues? We would 
remind the parties, not for the 
first time, that there is a war on, 
that Irishmen are emigrating in 
deplorably high numbers and will 
be returning sooner or later, that 
people are hungry and cold, and 
that, in many respects, this 
country is not among the most 
advanced in Europe. If the parties 
are unwilling to get together and 
work for the Ireland of to-day and 
to-morrow, we would suggest that 
they abstain, at all events, from 
mutual recrimination concerning 
the Ireland of the past. Critics in 
high places derided our fears that 
the impending election would 
create bitterness throughout the 
country. We ask them to look 
back upon the reports of the elec- 
tion speeches of recent weeks— 
their own as well as those of 
their allies and of their ad- 
versaries.

The Written Word 


Some years ago we had a 
ceremonial burning of the books 
from a West of Ireland library. 
While the fire was supposed to be 
associated in some way with the 
religious zeal of the pyrotechnists, 
it was scarcely in the tradition of 
liberty. For centuries men and 
nations have been fighting for the 
abstract quality of liberty, and, 
while every victory has been 
claimed by the victors as a further 
advance in the cause of freedom, 
it is questionable if the rights of 
either nations or individuals 
have changed considerably. Only 
the anarchists preach the creed of 
absolute, unfettered freedom, for 
it is obvious that a balance must 
be struck so that the liberty of 
one does not encroach upon the 
liberty of another. In this country 
the right of the citizen to read 
what he likes has not been 
admitted, and, on the general 
principle that any restriction of 
a form of liberty which interferes 
in no way with the enjoyment of 
the rest of the community is 
contrary to the spirit of pro- 
gressive freedom, the existence of 
the Censors of Literature has been 
freely criticised. Yet, there is a 
real danger in the vast amount of 
completely valueless matter which 
is being written, published, 
circulated and read. The danger, 
however, does not lie in the fact 
that a small part of the modern 
novels may contain items calcu- 
lated to “ bring the blush of 
shame to the cheek of modesty.”’ 
Instead, it is to be found in the 
attention given by the growing 
generation to works of no literary 
or educative merit, while volumes 
whose reading should form part of 
any liberal mental training lie 
neglected in the library shelves. 
The modern novel, no matter how 
poor, has a strange fascination for 
the modern youth, who regards 
the reading of anything verging 
on the ‘‘ classical,’’ or even re- 
putable, as a duty rather than a 
pleasure. In the cities there seems 
to be no remedy outside the efforts 
that may be made by teachers and 
parents to guide their charges to 
an appreciation of worth-while 
literature. The small country 
library, on the other hand, may 
be of much value to the com- 
munity it serves by confining its 
books to those by the best authors 
of past and present. To tear the 
trash from its shelves in a fit of 
belated penitence is to admit an 
absence of sound judgment in the 
past, and the reader cannot be 
blamed if he concludes that the 
new basis of judgment is no more 
worthy of respect than the old.

In 1916, in my pilgrimage through

THE TREATMENT FOR 
INFANTILE PARALYSIS 


As a result of special treatment 
provided -by the Incorporated 
Orthopedic Hospital of Ireland, very 
satisfactory anion has been made 
in restoring function in the paralysed 
limbs of a great number of Ireland’s 
1942 infantile paralysis victims 

Disclosing. this at the hospital’s 

annual meeting in Dublin yesterday, 
at which Chief Justice Sullivan pre- 
sided, Dr. C. J. McSweeney, M.D., 
F.R.C.P.1., was stressing the im- 
ortant ‘part that orthopedic 
1ospitals could play in combatting 
the disease’s ravages. “ Treatment 
in an orthopedic hospital,” he 
declared, “is an essential part of 
any scheme for coping with polio 
outbreaks. If polio should return 
this summer, one hopes to see more 
trained masseuses employed to deal 
i with these cases in order to ensure 
that the maximum amount of 
recovery of function and rehabili- 
tation will be achieved.” Dr 
McSweeney said that from the very 
beg.t7 ing of the outbreak, the 
hospital’s governors had set aside 25 
per cent, of their total accommoda- 
tion for victims, and secured the 
services Of a trained masseuse to 
provide treatment designed to re- 
store the paralysed limbs to full 
functional capacity. 

This is, however, but one feature 
of the hospital’s activities, which, 
since its foundation 67 years ago, 
has treated 60,000 children, crippled 
by various complaints, from all 
parts of Ireland. 

After expending £18,000 on their 
new premises at Castle avenue, 
Clontarf, Dublin, the hospital is 
faced with a bank debt of £11,835 
12s. 6d., and an ever-increasing wait- 
ing list.

AN -IRISHMAN’S DIARY 


Broadcast Music 


Looking through this month’s 
issue of the Musical Times, I noticed 
some interesting figures dealing with 
the music broadcast by the B.B.C. 
last year. 

Mozart is the composer whose 
works were most frequently heard; 
hard on his heels came Beethoven, 
whose symphonies were given thirty 
performances. The bi- -centenary of 
Handel’s ‘‘Messiah’’ earned it 
several layish productions, and the 
hundredth anniversary of Sullivan s 
birth was celebrated by the broa&- 
casting of no less than eight of the 
Savoy operas. 

Of living composers, seventy years 
old Vaughan Williams came in for 
most attention, his ‘‘ Wasps’ Over- 
ture”? being performed ten times— 
which gives it a right to be con- 
sidered the ' most popular con- 
temporary British composition. 

It is interesting to see that Bach s 
music nearly always undergoes an 
arrangement, his name being con- 
nected with no !ess than thirteen 
other composers. 


Music on the Eastern Front 


So far, the second world war 
has not produced sensational results 
in art on literature. But the “ War 
Symphony,” composed by Dmitri 
Shostakovitch during the seige of 
Leningrad, is said to be music of 
a very high order, and is being 
produced by all the leading American 
orchestras. 

The author is one of the best 
known of the younger Russian com- 
posers. He has had his set-backs in 
Russia; for his opera, ‘‘ Lady 
Macbeth of the District of Mezensk,” 
—produced at the Metropolitan 
Opera House in New York—was 
severely condemned in the official 
newspaper, Pravda, as being the 
glorification. of a middle-class 
murderess. 

He remained out of favour for 
some years, since his ballet “The 
‘Sparkling Brook,’ was even more 
violently condemned. But his rise 
was dramatic. He received a special 
prize of 100,000 roubles for a Piano 
Quintet in 1940. : 

His reputation is now firmly 
established, and he is said to be 
the only musician who has declined 


the invitation of the New York 
Philharmonic Orchestra to conduct 
his own work. 


Steak and Shipwrecks 


A severe shipping slump followed 
the last war, and Lloyds became 
alarmed at the number of claims 
put in for insurance money when 
ships were lost at sea. Ships had 
been insured at inflated war values, 
so that, when the slump came, there 
was a big temptation for dishonest 
owners to lose their ships. 

What roused the suspicions of the 
underwriters was the ‘number of 
vessels registered in Greece that met 
with disaster. Apparently all kinds 
of mushroom firms registered ships 
there, and some firms lost as much 
as 80 per cent. of their shipping. 

One captain had very hard luck, 
inasmuch as it was his kindness of 
heart that prevented his company 
from drawing insurance money. 
Just before the “ wreck ” he ordered 
the cook to fry steaks for the crew, 
who enjoyed an excellent meal. 

The ship sank, and the men were 
picsed up by a passing vessel, 
whose captain ordered a meal to be 
served to the famished, shipwrecked 
crew. But not one of them could 
eat a thing. The whole story came 
out at the inquiry, when the 
insurance claim was turned down. 


Wigs and the War 


Were it not for the fact that bald- 
ness does not seem to be regarded 
nowadays with the same horror that 
greeted it even a decade ago, wig- 
making would be yet another industry 
which would be virtually eliminated 
by the war. 

I say this on the authority of my 
barber, who explained to me recently 
that about ten years ago wigs were 
so popular that women in France 
used to make a regular income by 
selling their hair to manufacturers. 
Since then, however, he tells me, 
there has been a steady decrease in 
demand, and to-day the average wig- 
maker would be surprised if he was 
asked to make one wig a year. 

And, even if he were, he would still 
be able to manage on “ combings,”’ 
without worrying about importing 
his raw materials.

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—Jury’s View 


- WATERFORD jury yesterday 

decided that the collapse, on 

March 4th, of portion of the 
wall of Waterford Jail, causing the 
death of ten persons, was due to 
an excessive. weight of turf being 
stacked against it. 

_ Military. engineers, summoned to 
the ‘adjourned inquest on the victims, 
indicated that an investigation of the 
aílair was being conducted. by the 
Department of Defence, and, in the 
circumstances, declined to express 
an opinion on the cause of the fall. 
Nearly three hundred tons of rubble 
and turf, vrashing on seven houses, 
crushed four of them to the ground, 
killing nine people instantly, when 

rtion of the wall fell in the early 
ai of the morning. Seventeen 
people, one of whom since died, 
were injured, and a large number of 
others rendered homeless. 


ENGINEERS RETICENT 


At the close of the resumed in- 
uest in Waterford yesterday, the 

oroner, Mr..G. A. Nolan, after re- 
turning a verdict of death from in- 
juries accidentally caused by the 
coliapse of the wall, said that all 
the engineers who had given evi- 
dence, fearing that they would 
commit their respective bodies to 
any: liability, had refrained from 
offering an opinion as to what had 
caused the collapse. 

Mr. D. Sheedy, Waterford Borough 
Engineer, said that the remaining 
structure now was safe. He added 
that he had no occasion at any time 
before the accident to examine the 
wall. It would have been desirable, 
he felt, to have the wall examined 
before any considerable weight of 
turf was stacked against it, In wet 
weather, the longer the turf re- 
mained there, the more dangerous 
the wall would become. 

The Command Engineer, Curragh 
Command, one of the military officers 
summoned by the Coroner, stated 
that the remaining portion of the 
wall was safe, and, as a normal pre- 
caution, the remainder of the struc- 
ture behind King’s terrace was being 
lowered. He revealed that a survey 
of the wall was being made on be- 
half of the Army. and. pending the 
result, he could not give a decisive 
opinion as to the cause of the 
collapse. Although the military were 
responsible for putting the turf there, 
he supposed that the matter would 
g° back to the Department oí 

efence. He had no knowledge, he 
said, of an engineer being consulted 
at the time the turf was being placed 
there. 


TRACES OF REPAIRS 

In reply to questions put on behalf 
of the next of kin, he said that he 
would not agree that it would be 
very great carelessness to place 120 
tons of turf against an old wall of 
that description, or that it would be 
dangerous to do so. He disagreed 
from Mr. S. Rice, Board of 
(Works architect, who gave evidence 
at the previous hearing, that it 
would be highly dangerous to stack 
such a quantity of turf. against a 
wall of ‘stich height and thickness. 
The maximum pressure which could 
be exerted by such an amount of 
turf, he added, would be so small 
that it could not affect the wall if it 
were otherwise sound. He had found 
traces of repairs having been carried 
out on the wal! at the east side, 
about sixty yards irom the point of 
collapse, and he had been informed 
by an official of the Department of 
Justice that they had been carried 
out by the Board of Works in 1939. 
He admitted that it was his duty to 
ensure that buildings the property of 
the Department of Defence were kept 
in good repair. 

Evidence that the wall was 
examined and found sound on 
December 14th last was given by 
Captain John Quinlan, 0.€., 46th 
Company Field Engineers, who said 
that he would have considered it safe 
to place 120 tons of turf against it. 


COMPENSATION 


_ Mr. Oscar ‘Traynor, Minister for 
Defence, stated, in the Dail yester- 
day, that, although no compensation 
has yet been paid in respect of loss, 
damage or personal injuries arising 
out of the collapse of Waterford 
Prison wall, it is proposed to pay 
compensation according to the merits 
of each specific claim.
